Africa — Lourenco Marques. — Month of September, 1905. Esti- 
mated population, 10,000. Total number of deaths, 46, including 8 
from tuberculosis. 

Australia — Queensland — Brisbane and suburbs. — Month of Septem- 
ber, 1905. Estimated population, 125,672. Total number of deaths, 
122, including diphtheria 2 and 15 from tuberculosis. 

Austria-Hungary — Trieste. — Month of July, 1905. Estimated 
population, 193,387. Total number of deaths, 501, including enteric 
fever 2, measles 12, scarlet fever 2, whooping cough 5, diphtheria 2, 
and 68 from tuberculosis. 

Month of August, 1905. Total number of deaths, 482, including 
enteric fever 2, measles 23, whooping cough 4, and 59 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Vienna. — Month of August, 1905. Estimated population, 1,834,803. 
Total number of deaths, 3,119, including diphtheria 25, enteric fever

tuberculosis. 

Bahamas — Dunmore Town. — Two weeks ended November 18, 1905. 
Estimated population, 1,232. No deaths. No contagious diseases. 

Governor's Harbor. — Seven days ended November 18, 1905. Esti- 
mated population, 1,500. No deaths. No contagious diseases. 

Green Turtle Cay — Abaco. — Two weeks ended November 16, 1905. 
Estimated population, 3,314. No deaths and no contagious diseases. 

Nassau. — Two weeks ended November 18, 1905. Estimated popu- 
lation, 12,650. No deaths and no contagious diseases. 

Brazil — Ceara. — Month of September, 1905. Estimated popula- 
tion, 50,000. Total number of deaths, 102, including enteric fever 
7, and 10 from measles. 
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Pemambuco. — Two weeks ended October 15, 1905. Estimated 
population, 200,000. Total number of deaths, 394, including enteric 
fever 5, measles 2, plague 1, smallpox 240, whooping cough 1. and 
47 from tuberculosis. 

Caracao. —Seven days ended November 10, 1905. Estimated popu- 
lation, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 14. No deaths from conta- 
gious diseases. 

Ecuador — Guayaquil. — Two weeks ended November 7, 1905. Esti- 
mated population, 60,000. Total number of deaths, 89, including 
measles 1, smallpox 9, yellow fever 4, whooping cough 1, and 12 from 
tuberculosis. 

During the month of October, 1905, the total number of deaths was 
245, including smallpox 27, yellow fever 7, and 41 from tuberculosis. 

France — Marseille. — Month of October, 1905. Census popula- 
tion, 491,161. Total number of deaths, 898, including diphtheria 6, 
enteric fever 19, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 1, and 96 from 
tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended November 11, 
1905, correspond to an annual rate of 15.6 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,609,377. 

London. — One thousand four hundred and eighty-nine deaths were 
^registered during the week, "including measles 47, scarlet fever 13, diph- 
theria 9, whooping cough 13,' enteric fever 7, and 27 from diarrhea. 
The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 16.6 per 
1,000. In Greater London 1,990 deaths were registered. In the 
" outer ring" the deaths included 2 from diphtheria, 4 from measles, 
2 from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping cough, and 3 from diarrhea. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended November 11, 1905, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 19.4 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,093,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Lurgan, 
viz, 4.4, and the highest in Wexford, viz, 37.4 per 1,000. In Dublin 
and suburbs 152 deaths were registered, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 2, scarlet fever 1, and 27 from tuberculosis! 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended November 11, 1905, correspond to an annual rate of 17.5 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,749,917. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 7.6, and the highest in 
Greenock, viz, 23.8 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 587, including measles 28, diphtheria 4, 
enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 3, and 7 from whooping cough. 

Italy— Florence.— Month of September, 1905. Estimated popula- 
tion, 220,897. Total number of deaths, 320, including diphtheria 4, 
enteric fever 7, and 42 from tuberculosis. 
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Spain — Cadis. — Month of October, 1905. Census population, 
69,382. Total number of deaths, 122, including enteric fever 1, 
measles 1, and 29 from tuberculosis. 

Seville. — Month of October, 1905. Estimated population, 148,342. 
Total number of deaths, 340, including diphtheria 3, measles 3, scarlet 
fever 1, and 53 from tuberculosis. 

Uruguay— Montevideo. — Month of August, 1905. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 294,451. Total number of deaths, 374, including enteric 
fever 1, diphtheria 1, smallpox 8, and 44 from tuberculosis.
